JEWISH SOLDIERS AND 
SAILORS 


IN LOWELL FOR THE PASS- 


OVER FESTIVAL 


Seven soldiers from Camp 
Devens 


and three sailors from elsewhere ar- 
rived in Lowell yesterday to take part 
in the observance of the Passover fes- 
tival, an event of great importance in 
the Hebrew calendar. The soldiers and 
sailors are a small portion of thou- 
sands of men in the service, who were 
granted a two-days' furloug-h to ob- 
serve their religious feast. 


The festival of Passover opened last 


evening at sunset with special services 
in the synagogues and 
the 
services 


will continue daily up to and including 
April 4. 


Tie fnssover Festival 


The 
festival of Passover (Hebrew 


Pesach) coincides roughly with the be- 
ginning of the spring season. It com- 
memorates Israel's delivery from Egyp- 
.ian slavery. In the Jewish calend'ar. 
Its date is fixed from the loth to the 


[ 22d or Nissan, which this year corre- 
sponds with March 2Sth to April 4th. 


Another name for this annual cele- 


bration of freedom Is the Festival of 
Matzoth (unleavened bread), because 
throughout the feast only unleavened 
bread is to be eaten. In fact, all food 
substances that contain ferment or acid 
must be removed from Jewish homes 
prior to the holidays, so that there will 
be no likelihood of transgressing the 
biblical injunction against leaven being 
found in the house. Jews of the reform 
wing observe seven days as 
ag-ainst 


eight of the conservatives. 
Of these 


days, the first and the last (for the for- 
mer), the first two and the last two (for 
the latter) are observed as 
full 
holi- 


days. 
The intermediary four or five 


days are of a lesser degree of sacred- 
ness. The evening of the first and sec- 
ond days is characterized by a special 
service called the Seder, in reality a 
meal after oriental fashion. 
The rich 


symbolism of this meal is to be ex- 
plained as follows: The roasted Iamb- 
bone is reminiscent of the Passover sac- 
rifice; 
the "ma^oth" or 
unleavened 


bread recalls the haste with which the 
Isrealites left Egypt, with no time to 
prepare the bread for the journey; the 
"maror" or bitter herb reminds of the 
bitterness of the slaves' life in Egypt. 
There are also at the festive board a 
roasted egg which is substitute for the 
Ancient sacrifice, salt water, suggestive 
of the tears shed by the slave ancestors 
of thc Israelites, and "haroseth," a mix- 
ture of almonds and apples, not unlike 
in appearance to the mortar which the 
slaves used 
In making bricks. The 


whole ceremony is a.n explanation of 
these symbols, a recounting of Israel's 
state in Egypt and of his marvelous de- 
liverance, 
nc 
God's 
watch over 
his 


chosen people throughout their history. 
Praises are sung to the Almighty and 
prayer offered that freedom may always 
be Israel's lot as well as that of thc re- 
mainder of mankind.

THE 
WAR 
SITUATION 


The Germans have been defeated in theiv attempt to reach ami 


capture Amiens, situated a short distance from the junction of the 
Ancre and the Somuie rivers. It is a great railroad centre of vast 
importance to the Allies, ami its capture would be of great strategic 


value to the Teutons. 


In the angle formed by the two rivers the Germans were driven 


back four miles in yesterday's counter attack, thus relieving Amiens. 


The British line is still intact, and were it otherwise the situation 


would be very serious, for then the Germans would begin the rolling up 
process and might drive the northerly section of the line back to the 


coast or envelop it in utter defeat. 


There is good ground for hope that the coming counter attack by 


the Allies will drive the enemy from many of the captured towns and 


inflict further serious loss. 


Already the Germans have lost, it is estimated, 400,000 of their 


best fighting men, or say about four times the population of Lowell, while 
the Allied loss, counting killed, wounded and prisoners on the British 


side, is said to be about 150,000. 


That the struggle is far from being ended, may be judged from the 


appeal of Premier Lloyd George to the United States for troops as 
early as possible. 
The British have been greatly outnumbered and will 


fight at a disadvantage until placed upon an equality with the opposing 


force by substantial reinforcements. 


There is reason to believe that there will be a sufficient force avail- 


able to hold or even beat back the Germans until the reinforcements 
shall have been made strong enough to overwhelm the Teutons even as 
they outnumbered the British in the recent drive.

Corn, peas, potatoes 
and other such crops require more 
space than is needed for the other 
crops.

Mon- 
day morning found a fleet of vessels 
at the fish pier which had about 1,- 
600 000 pounds of groundilsh, and the. 
arrivals of Tuesday and yesterday to- 
gether about duplicated .Monday's re- 
ceipts. This is a pretty generous quan- 
tity 
even with the demand at 
us 


best. It seems, however, there was an 
impression late last week that the 
prices that then prevailed were about 
us low as they were going to be for 
a time, and everybody loaded up. Con- 
sequently, this week's receipts have 
met only a limited demand and prices 
have had a big break. 


Halibut also are in bisger supply 


and more reasonable. 
A few bluensh 


and shad from the south are reaching 
this market from New York, but neith- 
er variety is at all reasonable. 
In- 


deed, it probably will be a few weeks 
at least before either these, or the 
other so-called fancy fish will be real- 
ly plenty and reasonable. 


The government has taken over the 


boats plying between this and Nova 
Scotia ports, and Sunday's boat from 
Yarmouth will be the last one until 
further notice. 
This means that ma- 


terially 
lower prices for 
lobsters, 


which the 
normal movement 
from 


Nova Scotia would have meant, are 
not likely right away, while the local 
dealers are deprived of considerable 
business. 


Maine fishermen have been having 


pretty poor luck in catching lobsters 
lately, and -with only a few coming 
through from Nova Scotia, local deal- 
era are still quoting live ones at S5c 
a pound.

NEW YORK, March 28.—Martin J. 


Sheridan, world-famous athlete, died 
of pneumonia at a hospital here last 
night. 


Sheridan was born near Swinford. 


County Mayo, Ireland, in 1S80. Twenty 
years later lie came to America and 
soon became prominent in track and 
Held athletics as a member of the, 
Irish-American Athletic club of New 
York. 
He joined the Metropolitan po- 


lice force in 1905 and won the individ- 
ual all-around championship 
of 
the 


Amateur Athletic 
union 
that same 


year. He duplicated this achievement 
i 1907 and 1909. 
In the interim he earned world-wide 


fame by winning the shotput and dis- 
cus contest at the Olympic games at 
Athens, Greece, in 1006, and the discus 
event at the Olympic g-ames at Lon- 
don, Eng., in 1908, as a member of the 
American team. 


About 1913 Sheridan g-ave up active 


competition, but during his athletic 
career he won nearly 100 champion- 
ships, including several Canadian as 
well as American titles. 
He was a 


life member and one of the board of 
governors of the . Irish-American Ath-i 
letic club. 


After quitting athletics Sheridan de- 


voted most of his time to police work 
and his record in the department was 
exemplary.

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Lloyd George Appeals for Ameri- 


can Reinforcements in the 
Shortest Possible Time 


.«! W YORK, March 2S.—A message 


from David Lloyd George, prime min- 
ister of Great Britain, calling upon the 
United States to send "American rein- 
forcements across the Atlantic in the 
shortest possible space of time," was 
road last night by Lord Reading, Brit- 
ish high commissioner to the. United 
.States, at a dinner given here in his 
honor. 


"We are at a crisis of the war, at- ' 


tacked by an immense superiority of I 
German troops," said the premier In 
his message. 
"Our army 
lias 
been 


forced to retire. 
The retirement has 


been carried out methodically before 
the pressure of a steady succession oi' 
fresh German reserves which are suf- 
fering enormous losses. 


"The situation is being faced 
with 


splendid courage and resolution. 
The 


dogged pluck of our troops has, for the 
moment, checked 
the 
ceaseless 
on- 


slaught of the enemy and the French 
have now joined in the struggle. But 
this battle, the greatest and most mo- 
mentous in the history of the world, 
is only just beginning. Throughout it 
the French, and British 
are 
buoyed 


with the knowledge that the great re- 
public of the west will neglect no ef- 
fort which can hasten its troops and 
its ships to Europe. 


"In war, time is vital. It is Impossi- 


ble to exaggerate the importance of 
getting 
American 
reinforcements 


across the Atlantic in the 
shortest 


possible space of time." 


The dinner, which was given by the

1ST LOWELL FOR THE PASS- 


OV1SR FESTIVAL 


Seven soldiers from Camp Devens 


and1 three sailors from elsewhere ar- 
rived in Lowell yesterday to take part 
In the observance of the Passover fes- 
tival, an event of great importance In 
the Hebrew calendar. The soldiers and 
sailors are a small portion of thou- 
sands of men in the service, who were 
granted a two-days' furlough to ob- 
serve their religious feast. 


The festival of Passover opened last 


evening at sunset with special services 
in the synagogues and 
the 
services 


will continue daily up to and including 
April 4. 
Tlie Pnsnovcr Festival 
'> 


The 
festival of Passover (Hebrew 


Pesach) coincides roug-hly with the be- 
ginning of the spring season. It com- 
memorates Israel's delivery from Egyp- 
tian slavery. In Lhe Jewish calendar, 
its date Is fixed from the 16th to the 
22d or Xissan, which this year corre- 
sponds with March 28th to April 4th. 


Another name for this annual cele- 


bration of freedom is the Festival of 
.Matzoth ("unleavened bread), because 
throughout the feast only unleavened 
brea.d is to be eaten. In fact, all food 
substances that contain ferment or acid 
must be removed from Jewish homes 
prior to the holidays, so that there will 
be no likelihood of transgressing the 
biblical injunction against leaven being 
found in the house. Jews of the reform 
wing observe seven days as 
against 


eight of the conservatives. 
Of these 


days, the first and the last (for the for- 
mer), 
the first two and the last two (for 


the latter) are observed as 
full 
holi- 


days. 
The intermediary four or five 


days are o_f a lesser degree of sacred- 
ness. The'evening of the first and sec- 
end days is characterized by a special 
service called the Seder, .in 
reality a 


meal after oriental fashion. The rich 
symbolism of this moa.1 is to be ex- ! 
plained as follows: The roasted lamb- 
bone is reminiscent of the Passover sac- 
rifice; 
the 
"matzoth" or 
unleavened 


bread recalls the haste with which the 
Isrealites left Egypt, with no time to 
prepare the bread for the journey; the 
"maror" or bitter herb reminds of the 
bitterness of the slaves' life in Egypt. 
There arc also at the festive board a 
roasted egg which Is substitute for the 
pncient sacrifice, salt water, suggestive 
of the tears shed by the slave ancestors 
of the Israelites, and "haroseth," a mix- 
ture of almonds and apples, not unlike 
In appearance to the mortar -which the 
slaves 
used 
In making- bricks. The 


whole ceremony is an explanation of 
Ihese symbols, a recounting of Israel's 
state in Egypt and of his marvelous de- 
liverance, 
of 
God's watch over 
his 


chosen people throughout their history. 
Praises are si;ng to the Almighty and 
prayer offered that freedom may always 
be Israel's lot as well as that of the re- 
mainder of mankind.

WAR 
SITUATION 


The Germans have been defeated in (heir attempt to reach nnd 


capture Amiens, situated a short distance from the junction of llie 
Ancre and the Somme rivers. Jt is a great railroad centre of vast 


' importance to the Allies, and its capture would be of great strategic 


value to the Teutons. 


In the angle formed by the two rivers the Germans were driven 


back four miles in yesterday's counter attack, thus relieving Amiens. 


The British line is still intact, and were it otherwise the situation 


would be very serious, for then the Germans would begin the rolling up 
process and might drive tlie northerly section of the line back to the 
coast or envelop it in utter defeat. 


There is good ground for hope that the coming counter attack by 


the Allies will drive the enemy from many of the captured towns and 
inflict further serious loss. 


Already the Germans have lost, it is estimated, 400,000 of their 


best fighting meu, or say about four times the population of Lowell, while 
the Allied loss, counting killed, wounded and prisoners 011 the British 
side, is said to be about 150,000. 
.. 


That tlie struggle is far from being ended, may be judged from the 


appeal of Premier Lloyd George to the United States for troops as 
early as possible. 
The British have been greatly outnumbered and will 


fight at a disadvantage until placed upon an equality with the opposing 
force by substantial reinforcements. 


There is reason to believe that there will be a sufficient force avail- 


able to hold or even beat back the Germans until the reinforcements 
fchall have been made strong enough to overwhelm the Teutons even as 
they outnumbered the British in the recent drive.

Halibut also are in bigger supply 


and more reasonable. 
A few bluefish 


and shad from the south are reaching 
this market from New York, but neith- 
er variety is at al! reasonable,

deed, it probably will be a few weeks 
at least before cither these, or the 
other so-called fancy fish will be real- 
ly plenty and reasonable.

WORLD FAMOUS ATHLETE 
DIED 


YESTERDAY IN A NEW 


YORK HOSPITAL 


NEW YORK. March 38.—Martin J. 


Sheridan, world-famous athlete, died 
of pneumonia at a. hospital here last 
night. 


Sheridan was born near 
Swinford, 


County Mayo. Ireland, in 1SSO. 
Twenty 


years later he came to America and 
soon became prominent in track and 
Held athletics as a member of the 
Irish-American Athletic club of New 
York. He joined the Metropolitan po- 
lice force in 1905 and won the individ- 
ual all-around championship 
of 
the 


Amateur Athletic 
union 
that same 


year. He duplicated this achievement 
in 1907 and 190S. 


In the interim he earned world-wide 


fame by winning the shotput and dis- 
cus contest at the Olympic games at 
Athens, Greece, In 1906, and the discus 
event at the Olympic ga.mcs at Lon- 
don, 
Eng., in 1908, as ,a member of the 


American team. 


About 1913 Sheridan gave up active 


i competition, but 
during 
his athletic 


[career he won nearly 100 champion- 
ships, including several Canadian as 
well as American titles. 
He was a 


life member and one of the board of 
governors of the Irish-American 4th- 
letic club.
